Boston, Aug. 15 UP*—New Eng­ 
land escaped the brunt of the 
north-bound hurricane today 
as 
the storm moved out to sea south 
of Nantucket but coastal areas 
were hit with heavy rain. 
At 5 a. m. (EST) the hurricane 
centered a short distance east of 
Nantucket island. The center was 
moving east northeastward about 
20 miles an hour, the weather bu­ 
reau said. Highest winds were es­ 
tim ated at 7 5 miles an hour over 
a small area near the center and 
gales extended outward 100 miles. 
Cape Cod and Nantucket had 
gusts up to 60 miles an hour just 
before dawn at the peak of the 
storm. 
• 
The weather bureau said the 
center was expected to continue 
in an east northeastward direction 
and be almost 200 miles east of 
Cape Cod at 11 a. m. (EST). 
No Repo rts o f Damag e 
The coast guard said early today 
it had received no reports of any 
damage nor any calls for as­ 
sistance. 
The hurricane, termed B-for- 
Barbara for the second letter of 
the alphabet, was the first to’ 
strike the coastal United States 
this y ear, although the second hur­ 
ricane of the season. The first, A- 
for-Alice. blew itself out near the 
gulf coast. 
The strong winds missed Long 
Island, N. Y. 
New York Coast Guard head­ 
quarters responsible for all of 
Long Island, said it had no word 
of excessive damage as had oc­ 
curred over North Carolina and 
Virginia coastal areas. 
At least 
five persons were dead. 
4 0 -Mile Winds 
Strongest winds on Long Island 
were reported at 40 miles per 
hour at Montauk. 125 miles from 
New’ York city on the eastern tip 
of Long Island. The Coast Guard 
said the center of the hurricane 
passed the island about 60 miles 
off shore. 
About 1,000 persons had fled 
threatened Long Island coastal 
points, moving inland to friends’ 
homes and hotels.

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CO-EXISTENCE AGAIN 
Russian Premier Georgi Malenkov alter­ 
nated soft words with veiled threats in a 
recent speech on world affairs. He said that 
there are no questions or problems between 
the United States and the USSR which can­ 
not be settled peacefully by negotiations. He 
reaffirmed his belief in the possibility of the 
peaceful co-existence of the Soviet Union 
and the United States. In the next breath 
he warned that the U. S. no longer enjoys a 
monopoly on the hydrogen bomb. 
Perhaps Malenkov was doing a bit of 
whistling in the dark to raise the spirits of 
his people, with his statement about the 
hydrogen bomb. American scientists, queried 
about the Russian Premier’s claim, admit 
that it is possible that the Russians have pro­ 
duced such a bomb. There is doubt in some 
circles, however, about whether they have 
the bomb in any usuable state. 
The talk about the hydrogen bomb is new 
but the idea of co-existence is quite old. J ust 
after World War II, when Russia’s true in­ 
tentions were not yet apparent to the world, 
there was a great deal of talk about co­ 
existence. It soon became evident that the 
Russians regarded having their own way 
as the fair price of co-existence. 
The 
democracies 
and 
the 
Communist 
world may be able to live together without 
war. But that will only be possible so long 
as the free world is so strong that any Com­ 
munist aggression can be quickly turned 
back. Whether or not the Russians have the 
hydrogen bomb, they will hesitate to attack 
so long as they believe that reprisals will be 
swift and successful. Malenkov now talks of 
peace. He will probably continue to do so 
as long as the West remains powerful. If 
we allow ourselves to grow weak, however, 
he will quickly change his tone.

HOSTAGES! 
The figure of lost Americans in Korea is vari­ 
ously given as 10,000, 8i000, 3,000, 2,000. It looks 
as though nobody knows how many Americans are 
missing, lost, or held as hostages. General Mark 
Clark seems to think that about 3,000 will be kept 
back. That means that they will be held as hos­ 
tages. Or it may mean that they are unreported 
dead. 
I do not think that the actual numbers matter. 
If the Chinese Communists hold even one Ameri­ 
can as a political hostage, the American people 
ought not to take it lying down. If there is an ex­ 
change of prisoners, it ought to be a complete ex­ 
change. It would be fatuous to suggest that if they 
hold our sons, we hold some of theirs. What dif­ 
ference would that make to them? In Asia, life is 
cheap and expendable. 
When the first American prisoners came out, 
they told stories that sounded horrible, but which 
to me were normal in China. The censors appar­ 
ently shut off these reports, fearing %hat they 
would inflame public opinion in this country. Cen­ 
sorship lis generally stupid and in the long run de­ 
feats itself. The parents of our boys in Korea know 
of their tragedies and they cannot be censored. 
The reporters, who are being bottled up. will get 
their stories out in due course, if not as news re­ 
ports then as magazine articles. 
General Mark Clark follows his predecessors, 
Generals Douglas MacArthur, Matthew Ridgway, 
and » James Van Fleet, in telling the American 
people that the Korean W ar could hav e been won 
had we massed our means, which is a technical 
way of saying that we did not do the job with all 
we had av ailable to do it., He has' resigned from 
the Army, quite young, undoubtedly because he 
is ted up with Pentagon and State Departm ent 
politics. He follows the example of General Albert 
C. Wedemeyer wrho could take no more and is now 
selling farm machinery and refrigerators as Mac­ 
A rthur is selling electric razors and carbon paper. 
These losses to our national defense are appal­ 
ling. Highly specialized men, of costly technical 
training, with v ast experience in w'ar ate being 
permitted to leav e military serv ice to go into pri­ 
v ate industry w'hile the country still finds it neces­ 
sary to protect itself. These men are not readily 
replaced because younger men, while able and 
equally trained, lack their wan experience. 
Men of quality will not stay with a serv ice 
which deliberately rejects the prospect of winning 
a war and whicH permits an enemy to hold Ameri­ 
cans as hostages. These may sound like strong 
words, but I hav e met many officers in the past 
few- years and while the conv ersations were social , 
rather- than for a reporter, the summation of them j 
is that soldiers do not like to lose wars if they can 
i 
giv e their liv es to win them. The morale in our , 
army is low because the generals hav e not been 
permitted to do a technically correct job. 
In all my years in China, from 19 18 to 19 31, 
although I mov ed about with Chinese armies, I 
nev er saw' a prison camp. There were none. Prison- ! 
ers of war w?ere either disarmed and let loose to 
become bandits, or they were incorporated in the 
v ictorious army, or they were killed. 
That has been the normal method for centuries, i 
because it was regarded as expensiv e and un- i 
realistic to waste food on useless people. The most 
v aluable asset of a prisoner of war used to be his 
arms which were taken from him with whatev er 
o ther supplies he had. After that, he was of no 
v alue at all. Often generals would, when defeat 
was certain, go ov er to the enemy so that their 
troops would not become prisoners. They would 
negotiate such 
a transfer of allegiance on 
a con­ 
tractual basis, prov iding so many men for a 
guaranteed payment not only to themselv es per­ 
sonally but to the account of their troops. 
When Army and Nav y Intelligence still existed, 
such details were well-known, but now that the 
CIA is the sole agency of information, the ev alua­ 
tion of data is on a high political plane rather 
than on a technical military basis. While the data 
are always the same because it is the truth, the 
ev aluation is different because the training and 
experience of the ev aluators are different. And so, 
the truce and exchange of prisoners were made 
without prov ision against hostages.

Seldom has a country suffered more in 
war than has the Republic of Korea. For 
years those who loved liberty in that land 
lived for the day when the J apanese would 
be driven out and independence could be 
established.

We are getting used to hearing about gland 
extracts—ipsulin for diabetes, liv er extract for 
anemia (thin blood), extract of hog’s stomach for 
indigestion

‘T he sev ere attacks sub­ 
sided completely or became less frequent and less 
sev ere and in some of the patients the improv e­ 
ment was rev ealed by the electrocardiogram.” 
From the abov e results obtained, Dr. Greif con­

As wo think of how' our research workers are 
using extracts of the v arious organs—pancreas, 
liv er, stomach lining; pituitary, thyroid, adrenal, 
sex and o ther glands—to correct defects or dc- 
ficiences of the organs of the human body, we may 
wonder why we smiled in former days at the

ious organs of animals and used the liquid there­ 
from to heal their sick. 
We must all realize more and more ev ery day 
that man is fearfully and wonderfully made.

CO-EXISTENCE AGAIN 
Russian Premier Georgi Malenkov alter­ 
nated soft words with veiled threats in a 
recent speech on world affairs. He said that 
there are no questions or problems between 
the United States and the USSR which can­ 
not be settled peacefully by negotiations. He 
reaffirmed his belief in the possibility of the 
peaceful co-existence of the Soviet Union 
and the United States. In the next breath 
he warned that the U. S. no longer enjoys a 
monopoly on the hydrogen bomb. 
Perhaps Malenkov was doing a bit of 
whistling in the dark to raise the spirits of 
his people, with his statement about the 
hydrogen bomb. American scientists, queried 
about the Russian Premier’s claim, admit 
that it is possible that the Russians have pro­ 
duced such a bomb. There is doubt in some 
circles, however, about whether they have 
the bomb in any usuable state. 
The talk about the hydrogen bomb is new' 
but the idea of co-existence is quite old. Just 
after World War II, when Russia’s true in­ 
tentions were not yet apparent to the world, 
there was a great deal of talk about co­ 
existence. It soon became evident that the 
Russians regarded having their own way 
as the fair price of co-existence. 
The 
democracies 
and 
the 
Communist 
world may be able to live together without 
war. But that will only be possible so long 
as the free world is so strong that any Com­ 
munist aggression can be quickly turned 
back. Whether or not the Russians have the 
hydrogen bomb, they will hesitate to attack 
so long as they believe that reprisals will be 
swift and successful. Malenkov now talks of 
peace. He will probably continue to do so 
as long as the West remains powerful. If 
we allow ourselves to grow weak, however, 
he will quickly change his tone.

KIN IN KOREA 
Seldom has a country suffered more in 
war than has the Republic of Korea. For 
years those who loved liberty in that land 
lived for the day when the Japanese would 
be driven out and independence could be 
established. Then just as the republic was 
beginning the long, slow process of rehabili­ 
tation the Communists struck and a new war 
swept across an already sick land. The 
Koreans fought gallantly and proved that 
they well deserved the right to call them­ 
selves free men. 
Now their cities are in ruins, their fac­ 
tories leveled, their farms stripped and 
neglected. Orphans, refugees and displaced 
persons roam across the land aimlessly, 
hopelessly. The people of the United States 
are acting to help those people. 
Our government will help. But individuals 
can help too. A Korean orphan can be 
“adopted” through the Foster Parents Plan 
for War Children Inc. There are other plans 
for direct aid to the children of Korea. 
CARE parcels are being sent. Knit for Korea 
circles are being formed. Funds are being 
solicited by agencies throughout many states. 
The heart of the American people is open­ 
ing to these people who have so little and 
who have known so much suffering. Their 
language is different,' their customs and man­ 
ner of living are entirely foreign to ours. Yet 
they are in need and they share with us the 
love of freedom. That makes them our kin. 


To be truly informed the human mind 
must first be open, not just crammed with 
information. 


ANOTHER RECORD 
Around the world in 99 hours and 16 min­ 
utes, with stops at 16 airports. That is the 
record by Horace C. Boren of Dallas, Tex., 
a publicity agent for an airline.

The figure of lost Americans in Korea is vari­ 
ously given as 10,000, 8,000, 3,000, 2,000. It looks 
as though nobody knows how many Americans are 
missing, lost, or held as hostages. General Mark 
Clark seems to think that about 3,000 will be kept 
back. That means that they will be held as hos­ 
tages. Or it may mean that they are unrcported 
dead. 
I do not think that the actual numbers m atter. 
If the Chinese Communists hold even one Ameri­ 
can as a political hostage, the American people 
ought not to take it lying down. If there is an ex­ 
change of prisoners, it ought to be a complete ex­ 
change. It would be fatuous to suggest that if they 
hold our sons, we hold some of theirs. W hat dif­ 
ference would that make to them ? In Asia, life is 
cheap and expendable. 
When the first American prisoners came out, 
they told stories that sounded horrible, but which 
to me were normal in China. The censors appar­ 
ently shut off these reports, fearing th a t they 
would inflame public opinion in this country. Cen­ 
sorship us generally stupid and in the long run de­ 
feats itself. The parents of our boys in Korea know 
of their tragedies and they cannot be censored. 
The reporters, who are being bottled up, will get 
their stories out in due course, if not as news re­ 
ports then as magazine articles. 
General Mark Clark follows his predecessors, 
Generals Douglas MacArthur, M atthew Ridgway, 
and ‘James Van Fleet, in telling the American 
people that the Korean W ar could have been won 
had we massed our means, which is a technical 
way ot saying that we did not do the job with all 
we had available to do it.. He has' resigned from 
the Army, quite young, undoubtedly because he 
is ted up with Pentagon and State Departm ent 
politics. He follows the example of General Albeit 
C. Wedemeyer who could take no more and is now 
selling farm machinery and refrigerators as Mac­ 
A rthur is selling electric razors and carbon paper. 
These losses to our national defense are appal­ 
ling. Highly specialized men, of costly technical 
training, vvith vast experience in w ar are being 
permitted to leave military service to go into pri­ 
vate industry while the country still finds it neces­ 
sary to protect itself. These men are not readily 
replaced because younger men, while able and 
equally trained, lack their wai' experience. 
Men of quality will not stay with a service 
which deliberately rejects the prospect of winning 
a war and which permits an enemy to hold Ameri­ 
cans as hostages. These may sound like strong 
words, but I have met many officers in the past 
few years and while the conversations were social 
rather- than for a reporter, the summation of them 
is that soldiers do not like to lose w?ars if they can 
give their lives to win them. The morale in our 
army is low because the generals have not been 
permitted to do a technically correct job. 
In all my years in China, from 1918 to 1931, 
although I moved about with Chinese armies, I 
never saw a prison camp. There w’cre none. Prison­ 
ers of war were either disarmed and let loose to 
become bandits, or they were incorporated in the 
victorious army, or they were killed. 
That has been the normal method for centuries, 
because it was regarded as expensive and un­ 
realistic to waste food on useless people. The most 
valuable asset of a prisoner of w ar used to be his 
arms which were taken from him with whatever 
other supplies he had. After that, he was of no 
value at all. Often generals would, when defeat 
was certain, go over to the enemy so that their 
troops would not become prisoners. They would 
negotiate such a transfer of allegiance on a con­ 
tractual 
basis, 
providing so many men 
for 
a 
guaranteed payment not only to themselves per­ 
sonally but to the account of their troops. 
When Army and Navy Intelligence still existed, 
such details were well-known, but now that the 
CIA is the sole agency of information, the evalua­ 
tion of data is on a high political plane rather 
than on a technical military basis. While the data 
arc always the same because it is the truth, the 
evaluation is different because the training and 
experience of the evaluators are different. And so. 
the truce and exchange of prisoners were made 
without provision against hostages.

TREATING HEART DISEASE 
We are getting used to hearing about gland 
extracts—insulin for diabetes, 
liver extract for 
anemia (thin bloodi, extract of hog’s stomach for 
indigestion 
and 
constipation—but 
seldom 
hear 
about extract of the muscle forming the walls of 
the heart—the muscle that enables the heart to 
pump blood to the lungs to be purified and to all 
parts of the body to nourish all the tissues and re­ 
move wastes from them. 
In “Practice,” Bern, Switzerland, Dr. S. Greif 
reports satisfactory results in 60 patients obtained 
with recosen, a protein-free extract of the entire 
animal heart. These good results prompted a trial 
of the preparation in an additional 103 patients.

When Penny began to toddle, her father placed a gate above 
the pojch steps. By latching it, her mother could leave Penny on the 
porch when she was busy in the house. 
One morning, just as she’d installed Penny and her favorite 
wooden spoon on the porch, the telephone rang. It was her sister 
calling to demand the immediate return of the sewing machine she 
had borrowed. So anxious was Penny’s mother to explain why she 
hadn’t returned it that she forgot she had not latched the porch 
gate. 
Penny fell down the porch steps, badly cutting her forehead. 
When the doctor came, he had to give her mother sedatives as 
well as patch up Penny. 
Though the cut has long since healed, her mother still bitterly 
reproaches herself for the slight scar it has left. She can’t look at it 
W’ithout thinking, "T hat’s what a bad mother did to her child.” 
Actually, this is not the fact at all. It is what overeagerness by 
Penny's mother to justify herself to her family did to Penny. But 
this fault is only a part of the total character of Penny’s mother. She 
has many assets of character as wrell as this fault. 
Unfortunately, she never remembers them when this fault pro­ 
duces trouble. Instead, she goes in for blind, wholesale condemnation 
of herself. 
The-dependence of Benny’s mother on her family’s approval keeps 
her tense and anxious much of the time. She is always on the alert 
for criticism of her husband and of her training of her child. 
Rather than make the fight to outgrow* her dependence and cor­ 
rect the fault responsible for Penny’s 
accident, 
she 
avoids 
the 
struggle by wallowing in total condemnation of herself as a "bad” 
mother. 
As vve are not gods, we cannot control everything that happens 
to Mary and Jim. So when they get hurt, let’s beware of chronic and 
excessive self-reproach. If their hurt is due to some specific fault in 
us, let's know it and do something about it. 
But let’s never go in for wholesale self-condemnation. It always 
implies that we want to avoid our problems by exaggerating our 
helplessness and "badness.” 
Self-condemnation is often used by dependent people who dare 
not admit their need for reassurance. By abusing ourselves as "bad” 
parents to others, we can get them to say, "Oh, no, you’re wonderful. 
This wasn't your fault.” Why do we need this comfort? Why de we 
so dislike ourselves that we must deny ourselves our own kindly 
judgment and mercy for the mistake we have made? 
We are in great, need, of course, of self-appreciation.
